Before Philosophical Society 
Ust Night 

officerFchosen 

Philosophical Aspects of So- 
cialism was Subject 

"Irsdia. îhr. eradle of philosophies 
and religion haji very little to .lay on, 
Social philosophy", said B. O. Visuda* 
in an address before the Phllosophloal 
.Society last night. 

The .^oaJcer went on to explain 
that thn reason wa.< not hard to flnC 
".\ncient India was a I'Jomjiiunlst 
.*5tato, we arc told that about 'S-OftS 
B.C. there were no thieves, nojî^^S 
gars, nor liars, no lociis or prinmS 
tor all men had all things in coitimoii. 
In ,\nciont Crtwc we find a defintta 
Socialist riillo.-iophy. 1'ial.o in hia Re-- 
pulillc staged that collective action 1« 
con'Jiilonofi hy che division of labcAtr. 
and therefore every man ought to b» 
restricted to a single occupation. He 
also advocated an ariatuc.-acy baaed 
on class Uiiitinction. he also tolerated 
slavery. This was '«ris mistake as no 
.such aristocracy could endure. llm 
failed to realize that economic thought 
and endeavour are ba.ied on biologi- 
cal neceaatties. such as food, clothing, 
and shelter; ,nnd :har Mi,, one in- 
tluunc. s the .it her— the bl-ological 
i;aclH-hirih.-<. m.irriaiçes doath^i and 
crime arc iniinintoly dependent on 
eqonomic conxUtlons. Plato'* system 
was Utopian rather than scientific 
and therefore doomed to failure. 

t'r^m tha.t tlmt- on. through the 
middle -iges the mind .vandor^d aim- 
lessly till durinïT the ISth and l"th 
century the school of LTtoplan Social- 
ism arose. U was based on laetaphyal- 
cal speculation and_ drew pictures of 
ideal Social conditions. Saint Simon. 
Pourier and Owen were the leaders 
ot that period but all their expcri- 
ment.^ were failures. In the 10th cen- 
tury with the publication of the works 
of Marx modern scienrific aoclallsiu 
came into being. 

In Socialism there .-ire two untago- 
ni-'tic schviols. — Idealistic and Mater- 
ialistic — Idealism regards matters as 
subordinate to mind: while material- 
ism regards mind aa subordinate to 
matter. There is much in favour of 
both sides ot the case, but it is clear 
that matter can exist independently 
of mind, but miml cannot exist with- 
out matter. In ISil Doscarter appear- 
ed on the philosophical h-orizon. ha 
declared that man alone had a true 
soul, with sensation anci free will, an 
attribute not posessed by the 
animals. While in hi? phUosopby'-he' 
Rttributt?d ,1 supernatural sOUl to mane 
In bis physics li« eiKlowed matte* 
with seU-CTeating power atxl regafded 
mechanical motion as its life'» func- 
tkui. l->om then on soclalistiu Idoos 
levolopi>d along tlie invention^ of sci- 
iice. franco and England wttnesaed 
he developiuisnt of inaterialisni whil* 
Germany reverted to and became the 
horoo of olassical id«aU«iu. Ttiis -nave 
ot idealism was due matnlir^jto|^jM^ 
who showed that many thins^Slffl? 
Creedom ot the will and the Inunor- 
tallly c>f tho ^oul could not be proved 
by pure r«asou. 

The work of Hegel niarkes the. 
mlleato.ttf. he believed thivt 
a,b.soIute mind was the real and only 
ruler i.>r the ujiiverso. Marx was pr*- 
h3p.-< the greatest ot all soclalir.ts his 
theory wan that ntetapb.vsics has -no 
place in the striving for progress. The 
science of economics contains the 
factors by which tho betterment of 
hUMiani;y .-«houUI be studied. After the 
main ,iddru.-t.-< the meeting was thrown 
open for discusition and a few interest- 
ing points wore brought out. The 
elections of officers for tho following 
year was then hold and the following, 
were elected.
